For the last, week or so residents of 
Main Line towns and other suburbs 
have noticed a most disagreeable 
taste in th>e water they drink. A 
great number fear that the drinking 
water is not the real aqua pura which 
is the pictured rarity of every sub- 
urban stronghold, but a breeder of 
malevolent disease. Accordingly, 

they have been using bottled water to 
slake their thirst. Meanwhile, the in- 
dignant inhabitants never have ceased 
to pour a stream of complaints Into 
the offices of the Springfield Water 
Company, which serves the drinks to 
all the Main. Line towns. 

An official of the Springfield Water 
Company listened patiently to the re- 
cital of the Main Line water woes, 
assuming the mein of one to whom a 
story has been repeated times innum- 
erable and then, with smiling, coun- 
tenance, pleaded guilty for the water 
to all that was said about it. by the 
anxious householders. Tie said: 

'It is true that many complaints 
have com.e into our office within the 
last week, and they are entirely justi- 
fied. The cause of the bad taste in 
the water is traceable to the melting 
of the ice and snow. They enter into 
solution with the drinking water and 
take with them an unpleasant, acrid 
taste. When th.o ice covers the water 
Knscs collect and they cause a bad 
odor. 

"There is no danger of the drinking 
water being contaminated. because 
we have a bacteriologist, make a 
thorough examination of it. every 
morning. In general, there is little 
fear of disease from the decomposi- 
tion of vegetable matter. Inside of a 
week, or perhaps loss, the objection- 
able taste will disappear. 

"Perhaps another reason for the 
protests may he found in the excel- 
lent service we have always remi- 
nd. It has made the people so oc- 
oustomed to first-class water that 
when it gets a trifle off color they 
magnify its importance."

Th,e ob- 
ject was to make the Xarberth School 
a one hundred per cent, school in 
buying Thrift, Stamps and War Sav- 
ings Stamps. This is now accomplish- 
ed. President MeCart.er, of the school 
'board, then proposed that Xarberth 
be made a one hundred per cent, town 
throug.li the help of a one hundred 
per cent, school and the other agen- 
cies at work.

In all 
cases where either the wife or chil- 
dren or both are largely dependent 
upon the registrant for support, the 
classification will be under Section A, 
Class IV. 

Local boards have been puzzled in 
regard to the question of classifying 
married men. 

This ruling from Washington dis- 
poses of 'any possible question as to 
the class of dependency. Local boards 
wore devised definitely upon the prob- 
lem that has given them so much dif- 
ficulty and henceforth no married man 
with dependents will be placed in 
Class II.

The v'uh suggests that 1 donate a 
plant or a tree to -all comers-— that 
my judgment in such matters would 
be accepted without, question because 
of my experience, etc., or words to 
this effect. 

Xar berth aims to -have showy Jap- 
anese flowering cherry trees in each 
yard to attract favorable attention to 
the town during the season of bloom. 
A groat many trees have 'been plant- 
ed during the past two years, but the 
plan has not been the quick success 
we all desired. This is due, in part, 
because the trees have not been cared 
for as well as they should have been 
and have grown but little. . ! 

To this movement, t he Garden 
Nurseries hav,e given aid in many 
ways. Farther, I have already do- 
nated a large number of Japanese 
flowering cherry trees to the commun- 
ity, having planted them, with a good 
assortment of other flowering trees, 
in Xarbrook Park. They -should very 
soon prove an attraction to our own 
residents and those outside the Year- 
'Round Home Town as well, if prop- 
erly cultivated. I :am convinced that 
they should draw as many persons to 
Xarbrook Park as the Horticultural 
Hall flower show does to Fair mount 
Park. t 

The space in Xarbrook Park is 
limited and I have often wished to 
plant flowering trees of quick growth 
where they -would attract attention. 
Tentatively, I have decided on Dudley 
and Conway avenues, and on the lots 
lacing Montgomery avenue and on 
Wynnewood avenue, South Sid.e. 

The trees, of) course, must be plant- 
ed where they can be seen from the 
street, as the object is to increase the 
beauty and attractiveness of the town 
— not particularly lof the individual 
lot. To be sure, the appearance of 
each lot would be enhanced; but. what 
we wish to accomplish is to have the 
scheme appear asia community plan, 
so that when one stands on Windsor 
avenue, and looking up any of the 
avenues referred to he will see a 
blaze of glory !in pink, whit.e and 
crimson. 

I shall try to put over this plan, 
in spite of the Cub, this year iand 
have hopes that T can get some sup- 
port from the public, generally; but 
I believe I can count. on at least three 
men of our town to help, if the cost 
is too great for me alone. 

The trees I 'propose to use are tlue 
flowering Persian double peach. They 
come in snow white, blush, pink, rose 
and crimson. The trees grow equally 
as fast as the common peach, which 
is quick. Planted this spring they 
would be big enough in 1919 to make 
a grand ; display. 

As my reward. T shall get a. lot of 
free publicity when the trees bloom. 
And then it will be possible for my 



friend the Cub to hand me another 
bouquet.
